THE  HARSHE  FAMILY 


There  has  always  been  some  difference  as  to  the 
spelling  of  the  Harshe  name.  Today  we  spell  it  ex¬ 
actly  as  it  is  pronounced ,  but  even  today ,  it  is  so 
often  misspelled  and  also  mis-pronounced.  The  Harshe 
name  definitely  has  two  syllables  and  is  not  pronounc¬ 
ed  "Harsh"  as  it  so  often  is.  In  the  early  days  our 
ancestors  spelled  the  name  "Harsha".  It  has  been 
stated  that  the  family  changed  the  spelling  just 
after  the  Civil  War.  James  R.  Harsha  entered  into 
the  Service  and  was  discharged  1865  as  James  Robert 
Harshe.  The  family  name  has  been  spelled  with  an 
"E"  since. 

The  name  first  appeared  in  ancient  history  of 
Persia,  just  after  the  building  of  the  Tower  of  Babel. 
Then  it  is  found  in  the  Bible,  in  the  book  of  Ezra. 
Chapter  1  tells  about  Cyrus,  King  of  Persia  brought 
peoples  and  treasures  into  Jerusalem  to  build  the 
Temple.  Chapter  2,  Verse  52  is  about  the  children 
of  Harsha. 

About  1690  or  some  years  earlier,  George  A.  Harsha 
and  two  brothers  came  from  Northern  Ireland  to  New 
Jersey.  Later  one  decendant  named  Robert  Harsha 
settled  in  or  near  where  Roanoke,  Virginia  now  is. 

Then  he  came  to  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania.  (There 
is  a  small  town  in  Beaver  County  called  Harshaville) . 
Andrew  Harsha,  born  about  1750  a  member  of  this  fam¬ 
ily  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  spent 
the  winter  in  General  Washington's  Army  at  Valley 
Forge.  (This  information  was  compiled  and  written 
by  James  Franklin  Harshe  who  then  sent  it  to  his 
brother  John) . 

Andrew  Harsha  had  one  son  James.  It  is  not 
known  if  there  were  more  or  not. 

James  was  born  1782  or  1792  and  died  in  1831. 

There  were  a  daughter  and  3  sons. 


"David,  son  of  James,  was  born  August  11,  1811  in 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.  David  Harsha  and  a  brother 
made  a  covered  wagon  of  birch  poles  covered  with  can¬ 
vas.  To  this  they  hitched  a  horse  and  a  cow  and  came 
to  Ohio  in  1833.  The  cow  provided  milk  for  food.  They 
hunted  wild  turkey  and  fished  in  the  streams.  They 
traveled  into  what  is  now  Allen  County  and  settled  near 
a  spring.  Recently  the  road  near  by  has  been  named 
Pewee  or  Pevee  road  and  a  few  miles  west  is  the  vill¬ 
age  of  LaFayette.  The  brother  (whose  name  is  unknown) 
rode  horseback  to  Chill icothe,  Ohio  to  buy  the  land. 

He  was  able  to  purchase  it  for  $1.25  per  acre.  Here 
they  built  their  home."  (This  quotation  was  written 
by  Ronald  Lewis  Harshe,  given  to  him  by  his  grand¬ 
father)  . 

William  P.  Harshe  and  wife  Nettie,  James  R.  Harshe 
and  wife  Mabel  came  from  Beaver  County  Pennsylvania 
and  purchased  40  acres  of  land  May  11,  1835.  Then 
Andrew  Harshe  and  David  H.  purchased  the  same  land 
which  stated  80  acres  in  1849.  This  must  have  been 
Grandfather  David  and  his  brothers.  Information  is 
given  by  an  abstract  held  by  Boyd  and  Phoebe  Clapper, 
who  now  own  that  farm  l/4  mile  west  of  Candler  Cemet¬ 
ery  on  Hardin  and  Allen  County  line. 

David  Harsha  married  Martha  Chandler  or  Candler, 
daughter  of  John  Chandler,  whose  homestead  was  located 
where  the  Candler  grave  yard  is  now.  Martha  died 
prior  to  1850.  Their  children  were:  James  Robert, 
Samantha,  and  Dochia  Ann  and  John.  John  was  unmarried, 
died  when  about  18  years  old,  Candler  cemetery.  Grand¬ 
father  David  Harshe  died  in  1888  at  the  age  of  76. 
Burial  in  Dessenberg  cemetery. 

James  Robert  Harsha,  son  of  David  I  and  Martha, 
was  born  July  15,  1839,  married  Margaret  Broshus  who 
was  born  Sept.  22,  1840.  7  children:  John  Andrew, 

Rebecca  Jane,  Elvira  Sarepta,  James  Franklin,  Annetta 
Maud,  Effie  Mable  and  Clara  L.  who  died  at  the  age  of 
2-g-  on  January  4,  1890.  James  R.  passed  away  May  28, 
1906.  Margaret  died  December  22,  1935.  Interment  in 


Candler  Cemetery,  Ada,  Ohio.  These  folks  lived  on  a 
farm  in  Hardin  County  which  was  the  first  farm  west 
of  the  Woods  School,  or  on  St.  Paul  road  near  the  old 
Sandusky  Trail.  It  was  on  this  farm  the  first  gas 
well  was  struck  in  1859.  James  R.  fought  in  the  Civil 
War  helping  in  defense  of  Washington  1864.  The  family 
attended  Church  at  Ames  Chapel  which  was  torn  down 
and  moved  away  during  the  1930' s.  Margaret  lived 
while  a  widow  on  West  Buckeye  Street,  Ada,  Ohio.
